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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 06/1 1/09. Accordingly, 
claims 1-5 and 7-9 are currently pending, and claims 6 and 10-15 are canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

-Regarding independent claim 1, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a method 
for detecting orthogonal code CDMA signal, applied to a receiving device in a time-slot CDMA 
system using orthogonal code, comprising: steps of selecting interference code channels involved 
in the estimation and estimating the total power of interference to multi-path signals by utilizing 
channel response estimation results of all users in a serving cell; estimating the total power of 
interference from the interference code channels at each time delay position by utilizing channel 
response results at different channel estimation windows; estimating, on the basis of the 
characteristic of orthogonal code, the total power of interference from the interference code 
channels to the signal code channel at each time delay position;, estimating the total power of 
interference to the multi-path signals, based on power of interference from adjacent cells and 
thermal noise, and a weighting factor for estimation of interference from the interference code 
channels to the signal code channel at each time delay position; performing matched filtering on 
a received signal with respect to each multi-path signal of each code channel by utilizing a 
spread spectrum code and the channel response estimation result thereof for the user to be 
detected; and performing maximum-ratio combining on the matched filtering results of the multi- 
path signals by utilizing the total power of interference to the multi-path signals, to obtain the 
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optimized matched filtering result and obtain the orthogonal code CDMA signal detection result 
from the optimized matched filtering result.
